FARM THE F'.ND KNOWN NOW AS BAR HILL VILLAGE. THE 
AREA WAS USED FOR THE GROWING OP SOFT FRUITS. 

LIVING FJ ^CAMBRIDGE WE HIRED HACKS PROM THE BARTON 
ROAD RIDING STi.BLES, AND OUR JOURNEY TOOK US THROUGH 
THE THEN BRIDLE AND FOOTPATHS TOV/ARDS COTON, 'OVER 
THE CROSSROADS TOWARDS Id. GALLYONS CLAY PIDGEON 
MEADOW PASSING IDIDINGLEY HALL, AND EVENTUALLY ARRIVING 
AT THE DRY DRAYTON HIGH STREET TO THE TOP OP THE 
DRIFT. THERE IS A SIGNPOST DIRECTING US- DOWN THE 
DRIFT TO BAR HOUSE PARTI - ACCROSS THE FOOTPATH TO 
THE SIGNPOST LEADING US TO THE FOOTPATH ACROSS T 
'BURNT PEN' TO LOLWORTH CHURCH. WE CONTINUED TOST, 
THEN LEFT, AND ARRIVED BACK AT THE TOP OP THE DRIFT, 
AND T,1ADE OUR WAY BACK TO THE BARTON ROAD STABLES. 

FURTHER IDIEREST HAY BE '•FiT CP THE NAMES AND EMBLEM 
OP OUR VILLAGE. 'BAR' - ^ROM BAR HOUSE FARM. 'HILL' - 
PROM CRAFTS HILL - THE IIRST HILL NORTH OP CAMBRIDGE. 
THE EMBLEM PROM THE BUZZARDS WHICH I HAD THE JOY OP 
SEEING^iND WATCHING PLYING OVERHEAD. I HAVE ALSO, IN 
THE EARLY DAYS OP I929-IS50 SEEN THE RARE BLUE BUTTER- 
PLYS, AND WHEN WE CAME TO BAR HILL JUNE I3th, 1967 
SEEN IN THE GARDEN, 19 DIFFERENT SPECIES OP WILD BIRDS 
HEARD, (AND SEEN) THE BARK OP THE POXES IN POXHOLLOW, 
PICKED WALNUTS, HAZEL, SWEET CHESTNUTS, SEEN COW-SLIPS 
AND LOTS OP WILD FLOWERS NOW UNFORTUNATELY GONE. 

EJlD MY PILL OP ALL THE SOFT FRUITS DUE TO MY FRIEND¬ 
SHIP WITH A ICEMBER OP THE CHIVERS FAMILY. I ALSO
